Ministry for an allocation of 2,000 pounds sterling from the Austrian National 
Bank, The currency was to be applied te purchases of special British brak@5X1A 
equipment for the Zistersdorf fields, { BE cnmnes:t. The Trade Ministry 

is not expected to approve this transaction, which is not considered a bona 

fide applicaticn. ) 


The Soviet 041 Administration is also considering an exchange transaction 

by which Seviet authorities in Gonstantsa, Romania, will be supplied with 
diesel fuel and lubricating oil, provided that the same quantity of oil 

is supplied in Vienna to the Romanian Government company, Redevenitsa. This 

oil , as Romanian property, would then be exported to Switzerland , if the 
Austrian Govennment should grant permission, Since both the Romanians and 

the Russians would be saving all transport cecSts between Vienna and the Black 
Sea, oi] shipments to Switzerland on such terms would be cheap enough to compete 
with American oil, ([Bcomment: it is unlikely that this transaction will 
be approved by the Austrian Government .) 
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
